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Governor talks jobs 
in West Tennessee 



Tennessee Gov. Phil Bredesen and members of his 
Jobs Cabinet will travel to Weakley County on Sept. 8 
for a roundtable discussion on jobs in West Tennessee. 
The discussion will begin at 3 p.m. at the Board of 
Education Building in Dresden. 

"It's important the Jobs Cabinet gets out and talks 
with individual communities to make sure we're work- 
ing together to meet local and regional needs," 
Bredesen said. 

The cabinet includes commissioners from seven state 
departments as well as representatives from higher edu- 
cation and business trade groups. This visit to West 
Tennessee, including a stop in Haywood County the 
morning of Sept. 8, is the second meeting of the 
“Hands On Tennessee” tour by the Jobs Cabinet, 
which Bredesen created in March to increase efforts 
toward job recruitment and expansion across the state. 

The Pacer will follow up on this event to see how the 
discussions will affect UTM students and citizens of 
Weakley County.

Modified User Agreement may grant 
access to personal PCs in future

After a flood of feedback from 
concerned students, Computer 
Services issued a new memo to dorm 
residents on Aug. 29, informing 
them of changes in plans for dealing 
with the Blaster and Welchia/Nachi 
worms that have plagued campus 
networks. 

All students, including those run- 
ning operating systems other than 
those affected by the Blaster and 
Welchia worms, are strongly urged to 
use anti-virus software. A CD con- 
taining McAfee Corporate Edition 



may be obtained from Computer 
Services or downloaded from 
http:/ / www.utm.edu/ antivirus, 
should students wish to remedy the 
problem themselves. 

For students who would rather 
entrust the process of de-worming 
their computers and installing the 
operating- system patch to profes- 
sionals, Computer Services set up 
stations in the dorm lobbies on 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday 
where students could bring their 
CPUs for repair. 

Once their computers are cleaned, 
students are asked to call the 
Computer Services Help Desk at 



x7900 to have network access 
restored. 

Students whose computers were 
serviced last Thursday say this is 
preferable to how Computer 
Services had handled the situation 
previously. 

Wes Penn, a junior Marketing 
major from Memphis, was alone in 
his room last Thursday morning 
when four Computer Services tech- 
nicians and the assistant hall director 
of Ellington knocked on his door. 
He allowed them to enter and to 
install anti-virus software on his 
computer. When they were finished, 
they began to work on his room- 
mate's computer, deactivating a cur- 
rent version of Norton Anti-Virus 
and installing McAfee Corporate 
Edition. 



"It was really intimidating," Penn 
said. 

While Computer Services consent- 
ed to student suggestion this time, 
Mike Abney, assistant director of 
Computer Services, has informed 
The Pacer that as-yet-unspecified 
changes will be made to the Network 
User Agreement in the near future 
which may allow technicians to enter 
rooms and access computers without 
permission. 

Shannon Burgin, director of 
Computer Services, broadcasted an 
e-mail to students Thursday morning 
informing the campus that the spe- 
cial hotline for solving virus issues 
would be dicontinued that evening. 

Students still experiencing prob- 
lems should contact the Computer 
Services Help Desk at 7900.

New policies may occur for UC

Because of the recent events that took place in 
the UC on Friday, Aug. 22, some new policies have 
been recommended to ensure that similar incidents 
can be avoided in the future. 

The following recommendations 
have been made to protect every- 
one: 

- There must be two weeks notice 
prior to the event so that the room 
can be booked. 

- A fee of $25 an hour is applied 
to all functions that take place after 
hours, which is 11 p.m. 

- Every function must end by 2 
a.m. 

- No functions will occur after 
hours on weeknights. 

- There is no alcohol permitted in 
the UC. 

- All students and guests must 
adhere to the campus standard of 
conduct 

- An advisor or alumni of the 
organization must be in attendance at functions to 
make sure that nothing gets out of 

hand. 

- It is the university’s policy that anything occur- 
ring at a function is the sole responsibility of the 
organization. 



Mr. Steve Vantrease, the UC director, proposed 
some new policies to the SGA, IFC, NPHC, and 
the Panhellenic Council to be discussed and voted 
on. The new recommendations include the follow- 
ing: 

- There must be at least one security guard pres- 
ent, along with the advisor of the organization, for 
private parties. 

- There must be at least two secu- 
rity guards present, along with the 
advisor for the organization, for 
public parties. 

- The cost of the security guard or 
guards will be paid by the organiza- 
tion. 

- The UC will be locked at all 
entrances and exits with the excep- 
tion of a designated one allowing 
people coming 

and going to be monitored. 

The accepted policies will be in 
effect by the end of the month. 
When asked about these new poli- 
cies, Mr. Vantrease said, ”It’s a 
shame that an isolated incident by 
an organization will cause changes 
that negatively impacts all students 
and organizations.” 

In a previous interview with Vice Chancellor of 
Student Affairs Katie High told the Pacer that poli- 
cy revisions may be occuring campus-wide, includ- 
ing buildings such as the Elam Center.

UT Martin was recognized in 
the category, "schools with the 
most beautiful campus in a sub- 
urban or rural setting." Other 
southeastern universities recog- 
nized in the category were Duke 
University, Auburn University, 
the University of Mississippi, 
Appalachian State University and 
Northwestern State University of 
Louisiana. 



"This is well-deserved recogni- 
tion for our campus," said Dr. 
Nick Dunagan, UT Martin chan- 
cellor. "The campus environment 
is critical for student success, and 
we will continue to emphasize 
UT Martin’s beautiful grounds as 
part of what makes the universi- 
ty special." 

The recognition is not the first 
for the university’s landscaping. 
In 1993, the Professional 
Grounds Management Society 
presented a Grand Award to the 
campus in the society’s "school 
and university grounds" category. 

According to information pro- 
vided by Kaplan, the results in 
this year’s guide were obtained 
through Kaplan’s 2004 National 
Survey of High School Guidance 
Counselors. The survey used 
Market Measurement, a national 
market research firm, that used a 



pure random sample of U.S. pub- 
lic, private and Catholic high 
schools obtained from Dun & 
Bradstreet. 

The foundation of the survey 
was telephone interviews con- 
ducted within the sample provid- 
ed for high school guidance 
counselors. To further enhance 
the accuracy and "projectability" 
of the study findings, Market 
Measurement also incorporated 
data weighting to ensure that the 
final study findings accurately 
reflect the total number of high 
school-aged students in each 
state. 

Besides the statistical informa- 
tion, guidance counselors were 
invited to share insights about 
the colleges with which they were 
most familiar. 



Ministerial alliance hosts prayer breakfast

The Third Annual Soybean 
Prayer Breakfast was held

Dr. Daniel, hav- 
ing grown up on a farm, said that 
farmers often live poor in this life 
but die rich if they know God 
personally. 

He then likened the life of a 
Christian to that of a farmer by 
explaining that, like a farmer, a 
Christian needs five things: com- 
mitment, perseverance, work, 
acceptance, and patience. "It was 
a refreshing reminder that in this 
life we may live poor, but if we 
know Christ we can die rich. The 
law of the harvest is an 
irrefutable law-we always reap 
what we sow; this is true spiritu- 
ally as well as agriculturally," said 
Dr. Roger S. Oldham, pastor of 
First Baptist Church. 



Other than the prayer for the 
blessing of the meal offered by 
Rodney Freed, there were three 
areas of need targeted with 
prayer. Dave Reinhart offered a 
prayer of gratitude and interces- 
sion for the timely rains, Robert 
Gardner offered a prayer of com- 
mitment, and Carol Dickerson 
offered a prayer for healing of 
our land as the benediction. 

"It was good to see so many 
people from different churches 
and backgrounds in the commu- 
nity to come together for the 
common purpose of prayer," said 
Gavin Breeden, a freshman 
Psychology major.

Last to come out was Wes, who 
ended up being chosen by James 
as his companion to New 
Zealand. 

“When I found out the guys 
that I thought were gay were 
actually straight, at first you feel 
deceived, you feel angry ... then 
you realize they’re good people,” 
said Wes. “What’s changed? Just 
their sexuality. And that’s a lesson 
I hope everyone gets from this.”

“Maribeth was a little nervous in the 
first two games, but she settled down for 
Saturday’s matches and she was able to 
get the hitters the ball,” Rushing said 
Among the freshmen that played in 
the tournament were Kirsten 
Thompson, Mandy Kroll, Kim Tipton, 
Tammy Konitzer and Krissy Neumann. 

“We will continue to see some incon-

Women’s basketball home attendance among top yo in nation 



The UTM women’s basketball home 
attendance is the 68th highest in the 
nation among 322 Division I teams. 

“This is the fifth consecutive year we 
have been ranked among the top 75,” 
said Gary Van Atta, Skyhawk women co- 
head coach. “We are excited about the 
streak, and we hope to continue it.” 

The Skyhawk women played 12 homes 
games this past season and their average 
home attendance was 1,711. The team 
drew more than 20,500 total fans for the 
12 games. The team’s home attendance 
average was the second highest in the 
OVC. Tennessee Tech led the confer- 
ence in average home attendance with 
2,789, and was ranked 39th in the nation. 

“Our home attendance is a huge cred- 
it to our fans,” Van Atta said. “We have 
the greatest fans in the world.” 



Out of 31 Division I conferences, the 
OVC was ranked 11th in home atten- 
dance. The OVC, with nine schools in 
the league last season, averaged 1,213 
spectators in attendance per game. The 
2002-2003 season set a record high in 
attendance for the OV C. 

The Skyhawks’ average home atten- 
dance was better than the Southeastern 
Conference's Kentucky, Florida and 
Alabama. UTM also had a higher average 
than Michigan, Louisville, Ohio, Tulane 
and even Villanova, who upset national 
champion Connecticut. 

“We want to build on our attendance 
and crack into the top 50,” Van Atta said 
The Skyhawks ranked fifth in home 
attendance in Tennessee. UTK was sec- 
ond in the nation with a 12,585 average. 
The Lady Vols played 16 home games. 



Vanderbilt was second in the state and 
21st in the nation with a 4,339 average. 
Tennessee Tech was third. UTC was 
ranked 61st with an average of 1,879. 

The University of Memphis was not 
among the top 120 schools. Connecticut 
sported the highest home attendance 
average in the nation. The Huskies aver- 
aged 12,859 fans to their home games. 

According to the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association, a total of 
10,163,629 spectators attended NCAA 
women's games in 2002-03, a jump of 
630,848 from 2001-02. The 322 Division 
I teams fueled the boost by eclipsing the 
seven million mark for the first time, 
totaling 7,351,634 spectators, up 413,821 
from 2001-02.
